Neil R. Smart, Director of 
the Montgomery Veterans Ad- 
ministration Regional Office 
said that in Alabama during 
April, about 226 were com- 
pleting high school under the 
G. I. Bill, and swelling the 
ranks of those who have taken 
advantage of a five year old 
VA program that pays them 
monthly allowance while attend- 
ing schools below the college 
level. 


For these veterans this 
means enrollment in remedial 
or refresher courses to en- 
able them to earn elementary 
or high school diplomas or 
otherwise qualify for higher 
education, Thus these veter- 
ans are able, to save their 
full entitlement for higher edu- 
cation later on, 


Veterans who are having 
trouble with their studies may 
receive special tutorial help 
which VA will pay for. 


So far, about 900 educa- 
tionally disadvantaged Alabama 
veterans have taken advantage 
of “catchup” schooling or train- 
ing since it became available 
in 1967. 


However, Smart pointed out 
that this figure does not in- 
clude all assistance provided. 
For example, many educa- 
tionally disadvantaged veterans 
elect to enter on-job training 
programs or attend vocational 
and trade schools.

YOUR NEED FOR CALCIUM 


Our need for calcium was em-| 
phasized not long ago at a Food | 
Writers’ Conference sponsored by 
National Dairy Council. Speaking | 
before some 44 top food writers 
from across the country was Cor- 
nell University’s Dr. Leo Lutwak, 
one of the world’s leading calcium 
researchers, y 

Dr, Lutwak believes that both 
osteoporosis (the bone-thinning 
disease which afflicts one of every | 
ten Americans over fifty) and) 
periodontal disease (deterioration 
of tooth-supporting jaw bone 
structures) are linked to an in- 
sufficient amount of calcium in 
the diet. 


Pilot Studies 


U.S. population, according to Dr. 
Lutwak, and the number of per- 
sons affected could increase as 
the life span in this country con- 
tinues to lengthen, 

“The average U.S, diet does not 
provide sufficient calcium to meet 
recommended allowances. Dr. 


| Lutwak said, the diet is also ex- 


cessively rich in phosphorus, The 
result is an imbalance in’ the cal- 
cium-phosphorus ratio.” 
According to Dr, Lutwak, “This 
imbalance leads to secondary hy- 
perparathyroidism in which the 
body starts to take calcium from 
the bones. The first bones to be 
affected are the jaw bones, which 
hold the teeth in place. Other 
skull bones, ribs, vertebrae and 
long bones are then affected in

ease, Dr, Lutwak pointed out that 
studies indicate that a widespread 
calcium deficiency is the primary 
reason why millions of Ameri- 
cans lose their teeth. Pilot studies 
conducted by Dr. Lutwak and Dr. 
Ann Coulston, also of Cornell 
University, involved a total of 90 
patients suffering from periodon- 
tal disease. The results of the 
studies, which were conducted 

. over a three-month time period, 
showed that the bone loss con- 
nected with periodontal disease 
may be reversible in many sub- 
jects by altering their diets to in- 
clude more calcium. 

These findings contradict the 
popular belief that tooth loss is 
due to bacterial plaque and cal- 
culus which are associated with 
poor oral hygiene. 

Adults suffering from osteopor- 


that periodontal disease is the 
first manifestation and frontrun- 
ner to a more serious involve- 
ment of the spinal column and 
the long bones. 


Current Recommendations 


The current recommended daily 
allowances for calcium and phos- 
phorus may well be set too low, 
says Dr, Lutwak. He also feels 
the imbalance in the calcium- 
phosphorus ratio in our diet may 
be due to declining consumption 
of milk and milk products while 
consumption of soft drinks and 
foods including meat and meat 
products have increased. Milk has 
an ideal, almost 1 to 1 ratio of 
calcium to phosphorus, Dr. Lut- 
wak believes. Since calcium and 
phosphorus are best assimilated

Up To Needs Of 
Older Americans 


As a result of reccomend- 
ations stemming from the White 
House Conference on Aging, 
which was held in December, 
1971, a vast number of bills 
have been introduced in the 
United States dealing with ser-. 
ious problems facing older Am- 
ericans. 

Earlier this year, the Sen- 
ate passed unamimously Senate 
Resolution 251 giving the Senate 
Special Committee on Aging 
hew authority to continue its 
inquiry and evaluation into is- 
sues of direct importance to 
older Americans who now num- 
ber 20 million, or about one- 
tenth of the nation’s total pop- 
ulation. 

Upwards of 45 to 50 million 
Americans will reach their 65th 
birthdays before the end ofthis 
century just 28 years from now. 
Medical care patterns must 
and will change because more 
people are living longer lives, 
and many new skills will be 
needed to design or manage 
housing, to devise and operate 
new services, and to make 
the later years of life more 
satisfying for older Americans, 

This calls for concentration 
on research related to aging 
fields which up to now have 
been woefully neglected. 

Closely related to the need 
for research is the leapfrogging 
demand for more trained per- 
sonnel to serve the elderly. 

The Senate Special Com- 
mittee on Aging has been told 
that although increasing num- 
bers of new programs and ser- 
vices are being made available

for the elderly, we are not 
providing enough trained per- 
sonnel, leaving a serious and 
dangerous gap. 

But I am pleased to report 
that the Senate is dealing with 
these problems. Now undergo- 
ing consideration by the Senate 
Labor and Public Welfare Com- 
mittee is legislation which 
would establish a national in- 
stitute to conduct research and 
training relating to the aging 
process and the diseases and 
other problems of the aged. 
Another bill being studied by 
the committee would establish 
a seven - member Aging 
.Research Commission, re- 
sponsible for preparing a long- 
range research plan designed 
to promote intensive coordin- 
ated research into needs of the 
aged. 

Just last year Congress add- 
ed $7.1 million to the total 
appropriation for the National 
Institute of Child Health and 
Human Development with str- 
ong directions that priority sh- 
ould be given to research on 
aging. And legislation relat- 
ing to almost every conceiva- 
ble need of older Americans 
from medical care and housing 
to education and recreation -- 
has been introduced in the U- 
nited States Senate. 

We have an obligation to make 
it possible for those who did 
so much to build our land 
to look back with pride and dig- 
nity on what has been, dccom- 
plished, and to feel that they 
are honored and useful citi- 


zens. 


Senator Sparkman Answers 
Question From Readers 


Dear Senator Sparkman: I am 
the owner of a business’ in 
Alabama and understand that 
the U.S. Government is en- 
couraging the exportation of 
American made products, so 
as to increase our share of 
the world market, with the ul- 
timate aim of creating more 
jobs here at home. Can youtell 
me something about this pro- 
gram? A.M., Auburn 


Sparkman: The Revenue Act of 
1971 included a provision to 
stimulate United States indus- 
try to achieve increased effi- 
ciency in production for the 
world markets, and the simul- 
taneous increase in domestic 
employment. These goals are 
to be achieved by providing tax 
advantages to American ex- 
porters, comparable to those 
advantages afforded by many 
foreign governments to their 
exporters, to that they may 
remain competitive inthe world 
market. The law is also a 
stimulant which induces more 
American firms to think about 
exporting their goods. The 
effect of all this is that as 
American firms begin to pro- 
duce more for export, they be- 
gin to need and therefore create 
new jobs. For more information 
on the provisions of this law, 
as well as general information 
for persons wishing to enter 
into the export business, you 
may obtain a copy of the ‘‘Hand- 
book for Exporters’’ by send-

by 30% - - from 4.8 million 
in 1968 to 3.4 million in 1972. 
We have also cut real pur- 
chases from the defense in- 
dustry by 40% and thereby 
eliminated 1.3 million de- 
fense-related jobs. These are 
truly massive reductions which 
have undoubtedly contributed 
to unemployment, and compli- 
cated the problem of maintain- 
ing a strong economy 

The U.S. simply cannot af- 
ford any further reductions in 
the defense budget at thistime, 
both from a defense standpoint, 
and an economic position. To

Newspapers Build Brick Walls 

Robert Matteson, for more than 30 years a researcher for 
Standard Oil Company of California, has developed a way to 
make bricks from old newspapers at the rate of about 72 
pages a brick. Shredded newspapers are pulped, and sodium 
silicate, gypsum and a kind of cement called pozzolan are added. 
The resulting mash is pressed into bricks under pressure. 
Each brick weighs two pounds and costs from two to four 
cents. Production time is about two minutes per brick, plus 
a week's drying.

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COUNTY SCHOOL BOARD RELEASES FINAL ZONELINES FOR 1972-73 


The Coffee County Board of 
Education, in agreement with 
the Elba Board, the Enterprise 
Board and the six county Sch- 
ool Principals, passed a reso- 
lution to zone Coffee County 
or to set up boundary lines 
for all schools for the 1972- 
73 school year The things 
listed below are included in 
the resolution: 

1. Under the laws of Alabama 
the Coffee County Board of Ed- 
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ucation has the authority to set 
up school attendance areas wi- 
thin Coffee County and to re- 
quire children to attend a sch- 
ool located therein 

2 The Coffee County Board 
of Education does not object 
to your children attending Elba 
City Schools or the Enterprise 
City Schools, provided the pr- 
incipals will enroll them 

3. The courts have held that 
the laws of Alabama do not 
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require one school system to 
transport children into another 
school system 

4. Coffee County will continue 
to operate buses and will tran- 
sport children into Elba and 
Enterprise, but only within the 
zoned area as Outlined in the 
Elba Clipper, The Enterpriser 
and the Daily Ledger, as shown 
on the map provided them 
5 Any child living outside 
the boundary lines for Elba 
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and Enterprise may furnish 
his own transportation to an 


Elba or Enterprise and ride 


it 

6. All buses will stay within 
their boundary as set up by 
the three boards, the Superin- 
tendants and Principals. There 
will not be a bus leaving Elba 
for Zion Chapel 

7. Transportation will be furn- 
ished all children, but not to 
a school of your choice. You 
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may attend any school if you 
furnish your owntransportation 
to catch a bus and if the Prin- 
cipal will enroll you 

8 Each of the 6 County 
Schools have boundary lines, 
too. These were established 
by the Board, the Superinten- 
dent and Principals. 

9. There will not be any 
overlapping of buses except 
along certain boundary lines 
between schools and this will 
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be for a very short distance. 
10. A child may catch either 
bus on the boundary line or 
where there are two buses. 
NOTE VERY CAREFULLY !!! 
iT. In the 3 county Junior 
High Schools, Goodman, Mt. 
Pleasant and New Hope, all 
children in grades 1-12 living 
within the zoned area of each 
school will ride a bus to the 
Junior High School and students 
in grades 10,11 and 12 will 
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catch a non-stop bus to a High 
School. 

A bus will leave Goodman 
and go to New Brockton. 

A bus will leave Mt. Pleas- 
ant and go to Enterprise. 

A bus will leave New Hope 
and go to Zion Chapel. 
12. All children on bus routes 
will ride the same bus (no 
all black and all white) unless 
a bus becomes loaded with only 
one group before they get a child 
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of another race.

LIME 

In recent years I have seen 
a lot of evidence of low soil 
pH. PH is a scale used to 
indicate soil acidity, Just about 
every time a farmer tells me 
that his corn or rye or other 
crops are not growing as they 
should, I am pretty well con 
vinced that it needs lime bad 
ly. 

I talked with Dr. Walter So 
well in Auburn this week. He 
said that in over 95 percent 
of the cases, low soil pH is 
responsible for poor growth of 
corn and winter grazing crops 

If the soil pH goes down 
(as soil becomes more acid), 
magnese and aluminum be- 
come more soluable inthe soil 
At high levels they destroy root 
growth. Lime easily corrects 
low soil pH, and it will cor- 
rect it for severai years 


FALL AND WINTER GRAZING 

We have had a tremendous 
increase in acreage of winter 
grazing in Coffee County. 1 
think much of this is due to 
the good grazing and cover that 
our farmers get from rye. Rye

COLD ENOUGH? 

Would you like to know how 
to determine the temperature 
of your refrigerator - freezer 
without the use of a thermom- 
eter? A good rule of thumb 
is to check milk and ice cream. 
These two foods are your ther- 
mometer when it comes to show- 
ing whether controls are prop- 
erly set. 

When milk stored inside the 
refrigerator is a good, cold 
drink, the refrigerator section 
will be aroud 36 degrees to 
38 degrees. When the freezer 
keeps ice cream very firm, 
the freezer will be at approx- 
imately the proper 0 degrees. 
WASHING KNITS 

Knits are sweeping the coun- 
try and their future looks even 
brighter. I’m sure every fam- 
ily has a supply of knits. Often 
knits will wrinkle and we won- 
der what has happened. I'd 
like to suggest fine steps in 
laundering man- made fiber 
knitted garments. 

First in washing use warm 
water wash, and cold rinse 
Second, use the permanent pr- 
ess cycle. When drying, use 
low heat, permanent press cy- 
cle and last do not overdry. 

Of key importance in keep- 
ing knits free of wrinkle, em- 
phasis should be placed on the 
cooling down necessary in both 
washing and drying. This re- 
laxes the fibers before spinning 
cools garments while they are 
tumbling - so new wrinkles 
won't form. 

OUTDOOR BAR-B-Q 

In recent years, preparing 
meals outdoor has become pop- 
ular. And, the process of the 
large barbecue feast has been 
simplified to fit the smallest 
back yard. Outdoor cooks use 
anything from boyhood or open 
portable grills to elaborate fire- 
places with ovens and flues. 

With warm weather here, now 
is a good time to treat your 
family to a barbecue. And, 
barbeque chicken isa good menu 
choice. 

Halve or quarter the chicken 
for outdoor broiling Brush 
the chicken with your favorite 
basting sauce and broil, turning 
occasionally. It takes from ome 
to 1 1/2 hours to cook. Baste 
the chicken occasionally. And, 
during the last 30 minutes. baste 
with barbecue sauce. 

Whole chickens can be cooked 
on a rotisserie that turns the 
the birds slowly on a spit 
If properly balanced, the chicken 
should rotate evenly. But be 
sure the chicken doesn’y slip 
as the spit turns 

More than one bird can be 
roasted on a roteisserie at a 
time if the spit is long enough 
But, mount the birds in opp- 
osite directions to maintain good 
balance. 

Charcoal is good fuel for out- 
door cooking, but it makes a 
hot fire. So, br surethe broiler 
racks are higher -- six to eight 
inches -- from the coals for a 
low even heat. If poultry gets 
too hot, raise the grill away 
from the heat. Chicken tastes 
best when broiled over hot coals 
hot in flame or smoke 
GREASE SPOTS 

Has a grease spot gotten on 
a favorite garment of yours 
If so, you might try removing 
it with toothpaste 
toothpaste on the spot, let it 
dry and wash it off. A stub- 
burn stain may need extra help 
You may need to rub the spot 
with a small brush

When You Go Dancing 


Whenever business was good at 
a suburban night club, the man- 
agement would “stretch’’ their 
space by putting extra tables and 
chairs on the edge of the dance 
floor. One night, a dancing couple 
stumbled over a stray chair. 

The woman suffered painful in- 
juries, and later sued the club for 
damages. She pointed out that the 
chair had been shoved several feet 
into the dancing area, 

“Tf it was,” countered the man- 
agement, “some other customer 
must have done the shoving. We 
are not legally liable for what our 
customers do.” 

But the court granted the wom- 
an’s claim, The court said that by 
placing chairs directly onto the 
dance floor, the management had 
set the stage for trouble. 


When you go dancing in a pub- 
lic place, you are entitled to con- 
ditions of reasonable safety, The 
dance floor, the lighting, and the 
furnishings should all be main- 
tained in such a way us to mini- 
mize the chance of accidents, 

Nevertheless, merely by choos- 
ing this form of recreation, you 
are accepting those dangers that 
are “natural” to it. For example: 

Another woman, injured while 
dancing, claimed she lost her foot- 
ing because the floor was slick, 
But the court found no reason to 
blame the management for this. 
As one judge put it: 

“Dance floors are intended to 
be slippery.” 

Furthermore, your own behay- 
ior might amount to negligence. 
That was the court’s ruling in a 
case in which the claimant had 
ventured onto a ballroom floor in 
a‘state of advanced intoxication. 

And in another case, the court 


declared it was negligence for a 
woman to try a particularly tricky 
step while wearing heels three- 


and-a-half inches high. 


“The situation,” said the judge, 
“parallels that of the risk taken 


by a participant in a sport.”

4-Hers Discovers Early Bread 


Principles Still Followed Today 


BY MELANIE CARNLEY 


In preparing to participate 
in the County 4-H Club baked 
exhibit program, I learned that 
principals of long ago still ap- 
ply in the making of bread. 

For many years grains such 
as oats, barley, rye, and rice 
have been made into bread and 
used as a food, Each of these 
grains acts to give a distine- 
tive taste, odor, color, and tex- 
ture to the bread. The his- 
tory of bread actually originates 
with the early Egyptians who 
found these seeds could be pla- 
nted and grown successfully in 
the Tigris and Euphrates river 
valleys in the Near East. 

Of course the first bread 
was rather crude, but it re- 
markably changed character as 
leavening agents for bread were 
discovered. Bread changed 
from a hard, flat loaf into a 
soft, light, air filled loaf. E- 
gyptians also built the first 
ovens, The lighter bread needed 
a heated oven so that the lar- 
ger mass of dough could bake 
through. Early bread principles 
are still followed today. 

Breads were made in the 
home or by slaves in comm- 
unity bakeries in ancient com- 
munities. Leavened bread was 
baked by Egyptians, Babyloni- 
ans, Greeks, Romans, and Span- 
iards. Baking was taught to 
the Romans by Greek slaves. 
The Roman emperor, Trajan, 
organized a baking school ar- 
ound 100 A.D. Another early 
bakery was founded in the Pom- 
pei ruins, an Italian city destr- 
oyed by Mount Vesuvius’s er- 
uption in 79 A. D. Bakers of 
conquering armies taking over 
new lands even brought ferment- 
ed doughs with them to start 
new breads. During the Mid- 
dle ages powerful Bakers’ guilds 
flourished: and many European 
cities had public bakeries. 

Early in the United States’ 
history, New York City and 
other towns had bakeries. In 
the early 1900’s, 95 percent 
of all bread was still baked 
at home. But by the 1500’s, 
95 percent of the bread was 
baked commercially. Today, 


baking employs more workers 


than any other food industry. 
The United States’ bakeries pro- 
vide, more than 41 million pou- 
nds of bread daily. It can 
be readily seen that the bread

WHOLE WHEAT BREAD 

1 cup milk 

2T. Sugar 

1T. salt 

1/4 C, Butter or margarine 

1/2 cup honey 

1 1/2 cup warm water (105 

to 115F) 

2 pkg. active dry yeast 

21/2 C. sifted all-purpose fl- 

our 

§ C, 

our 

2 T. melted butter or margar- 

ine. 

(1) In small saucepan, heat milk 

until bubbles form around edge 

of pan; remove from heat. 

(2) Add sugar, salt, 1/4 cup 


unsifted whole wheat fl- 


butter, and honey, stir until 
butter melts. Cool to luke- 
warm. 


(3) If possible, check tempera- 
ture of warm water with ther- 
mometer, Sprinkle yeast over 
water in large bowl, stirring 
until dissolved. Stir in milk 
mixture. 

(4) Add all-purpose flour and 
2 1/2 cups whole wheat flour; 
beat with wooden spoon, until 
smooth - about 2 minutes. Gr- 
adually add whole-wheat flour, 
mixing in last of it with hand 
until dough leaves side of bowl. 
(5) Turn out dough into lightly 
floured board. Cover with the 
bowl. Let rest 10 minutes. 

(6) Knead till smooth, elastic 
- 10 minutes. 

(7) Place in lightly greased 
large bowl; turn dough to bring 
up greased side. Cover with 
towel; let rise in warm place 
(85F), Free from draft, until 
double in bulk about 1 1/4 hours 
When 2 fingers poked into dough 
leave indentations, the rising 
is sufficient. 

(8) Punch down dough with fist; 
turn onto lightly floured pastry 
cloth. Divide in half; shape 
each half into smooth ball. Co- 
ver with towel; let rest 10 
minutes. 

(9) Shape each portion into loaf 
and place in lightly greased 
9 by 5 by 3 inch pan.

1 Accident 


The Alabama State Troopers 
investigated 190 rural traffic 
accidents with 101 injuries and 
14 fatalities from 6:00 p.m. 
Friday through 12 midnight 
Sunday. These fatalities oc- 
curred 4 in Tallapoosa, 2 in 
Houston and Elmore and | each 
in Tuscaloosa, Pike, Coosa, 
Cullman, Winston and Montgo- 
mery County. 

These accidents bring the 
number of people killed in rural 
traffic accidents in Alabama 
this year to 480 compared with 
466 during the same period 
of time last year for an in- 
crease of 14 fatalities. 

Troopers of the Dothan Dis- 
trict investigated 13 rural traf- 
fic accidents with 7 injuries and 
3 fatalities during this period. 
The Dothan District has 38 
fatalities so far this year as 
vompared with 52 at this same 
time last year. 

Coffee County Troopers in- 
vestigated laccident this week- 
end with no fatalities. So far 
this year 8 persons have been 
killed in motor vehicle traf- 
fic accidents in this county 
as compared with 5 killed dur- 
ing the same period last year.

Dorsey Reports 


First Half 
Earnings 


The Dorsey Corporation 
(NYSE), a leading manufac- 
turer of glass and plastic con- 
tainers and cargo trailers, to- 
day reported sales and earn- 
ings for the second quarter and 
six months ended June 30, 
1972. 

Net sales inthe second quar- 
ter rose to $30,792,000 from 
$25,521,000 a year ago. Net 
earnings in the latest three 
months totaled $1,452,000, or 
$.48 per share on a fully di- 
luted basis compared with 
$1,369,000 or $.47 per share 
in 1971. 

For the six months ended 
June 30, net sales in the 1972 
period rose to $57,897,000 
from the $45,223,000 record- 
ed a year earlier. Net in- 
come increased to $2,525,000 
or $.83 per share on a fully 
diluted basis, from $2,212,000 
or $.76 per share in 1971. 

In commenting on the re- 
sults, Herbert L. Oakes, presi- 
dent, noted that all operating 
divisions contributed to the 
28 per cent increase in six 
months sales. “From a pro- 
fit standpoint,” he said, “earn- 
ings of our plastic container 
and cargo trailer divisions 
showed increases over the pre- 
vious year. We continued to 
experience some production 
problems in our glass con- 
tainer operation, but we feel 
that the corrective steps which 
have been taken, in addition 


to recently improved prices,’ 


will produce higher earnings 
for this division in the second 
half of the year.” 

Dorsey’s new glass con- 
tainer plant in Keyser, 
W. Va., commenced operation 
in early July, as did a new 
plastic container plant near 
Memphis. With additional new 
plastic container plants sche- 
duled to be built in Miami, 
Atlanta and New Orleans, Dor- 
sey will have, by early 1973, 
approximately two - thirds 
more plant area devoted to 
plastic container production.

Permit Needed 


For Child 
Care Centers 


All persons who care for 
other people’s children in their 
home during the day or night 
and mothers who must plan 
for child care while they are 
at work were reminded today 
by Pensions and Security Dir- 
ector, Lucile C. McMinn, that 
all family day care homes are 
required by law to be licensed 
by the Department of Pensions 
and Security. 

“We urge those offering care 
to secure a license and those 
seeking care for their children 
to use only homes that are 
licensed.” Mrs, McMinn ex- 
plained. , 

She pointed out that the 
license is free, and that it 
is a protection to the mother 
who leaves her child every day 
to the one who keeps him, 
and to the community itself. 
Requirements for alicenseare 
relatively simple, Mrs. Mc- 
Minn added, explaining that 
the home must be free from 
health and fire hazards, with 
adequate space for the number 
of children cared for, that 
the person or persons in the 
home have no communicable 
disease, and that the care given 
the child will be satisfactory. 

Coffee County now has sev- 
eral licensed family day care 
homes, (but others are needed), 
the Director added. She re- 
quested also that persons in- 
terested in securing a license 
contact her department and 
urged mothers not to risk leav- 
ing their children where there 
is not the protection of a li- 
cense. 

According to Mrs. McMinn, 
family day care can be licen- 
sed for varying number of 
children, depending on the 
number a particular home can 
handle. These family homes 
are especially useful for in- 
fants and handicapped children 
and in areas where there is no 
day care center. 

She concluded by emphasiz- 
ing that it is a violation of 
Alabama law for any person 
to receive pay to care for 
children not related to him or 
her during the day or over- 
night unless that, person has 
a license from the Department 
of Pension and Security. 

Mrs. McMinn urges all per- 
sons caring for unrelated ch- 
ildren in their home to contact 
the Coffee County Department 
of Pensions and Security by 
letter or telephone (897-2865) 
in order that consideration may 
be given to licensing the home 
in accordance with legal leg- 
requirements that such homes 
shall be licensed. 


$3 Million To
